COLD IS PREDICTED 
IN WAKE OF STORM 


Eight. Workers in Con- 
necticut Killed as Walls 
Under Snow-Laden Roof 
Collapse on Them. 


New York, February 4.—Raging 
up the Atlantic seaboard, from Geor- 
gia to Maine, winter's worst bliz- 
zard has Vaid a record depth of snow 
over the eastern part of the United 
States, taken 30 lives in its icy toll, 
tied up traffic and shipping and swept 
away telegraph and telephone com- 
munications g@hroughout New BEng- 
land, where the full fury of the 
storm was being felt Thursday night. 

For 26 hours, since 3 p. m. Wed- 
nesday, snow fell steadily in New

Chicago, February 4.~Chureh circles 
in Chicago and the ranks of prohibi- 
tion advocates, temperance workers 
and public officials, were stirred today 
by the announcement of thg church 
temperance society of the Seisconel 
church that a poll of its members 
had shown a sentiment in favor of 
modification of the Volstead law.

able and Candler, Orme and King, 
DeGive and Hirseh, Johnson = = «nd 
Rich. Logan and Dallis, and Haney 
and Tripod. These are starred here, 


not through partiality, but to iP ns- 
trate the forceful leavea that abides 
and carries on for Atlanta in the 


spirit of indomitable forebears. 

It is characteristic of civie pride 
to aecent strongly the material muni- 
ments of the city. No eriticism can 
attach to that, but in a true story 
of the city due weight and applause 
must be given to the imponderable in- 
fluence that have advanced it to re- 
spect aad adorned it with honor. 

The cultural characteg, of the city 
has never been neglecte The relig- 
ious spirit that is “the anchor and 
the rudder of prosperity” has always 
heen vital and aggressive in Atlanta's 
life, so that the signifieant fact is 
published to the world that “half of 
all the people whe live in Atlanta are 
church members.” It is not believed 
that such a claim can be made for 
any other large city in the laad. Our 
churches have been high schools for 
the training of great preachers and 
out of them have graduated into col- 
leges of bishops such great church- 


men as Haygood, Candler, Knight, 


Morrison, DuBose and Dickey. In- 
deed, the religious life of our homes 
and churches account for the high so- 
cial and civie morale of the commnu- 
nity. 

The social life of Atiaata, in par- 
ticular, has been always maintained 
within the lines of old southern tra- 
ditions and practices. New times and 
customs necessarily have come in with 
the constant increase of population 
from other sections and social atmos- 
pheres. But evea these have been 
subject to the regiment of our earlier 
social conscience. No one expected, 
or even hoped, that Atlanta, as a 
great gateway city, would escape the 
general flood of “jazz” and syncopated 
frivolity of the passing era, but the 
superior levels of our social life have 
heen untouched by that inundation. 
The old-fashioned chivalry of men and 
virtue of women flourish among At- 
lantans of premier positions. The 
old-time amenities and  hospitalities 
still survive in the codex of our social 
elite. The charms of our homes and 
leading clubs are the perennial praise 
of all who have enjoyed them. 

This story would be miserably de- 
fective if it failed to tell how’ the 
i and women of Atlanta, descend- 
ed from the “fighting grav-jackets” 
of 1861-45, have treasured their memo- 
ries and m*froaistered to the thinning 
number of their survivors. Not only 
have the sons and the daughters of the 
Confederacy reared monuments of 
| honor in grante and marble, but they 
have coined their love inte dollars to 
provide sustenance and comforts to 
the Confederate veterans aad his de- 
pendents. 

Qne of the most sensational nigi.ts 
Atlanta has known sinee that of the 
evacuation in 1864 was a memorable 
one in the middle 'SO's, The general 
assembly, then sitting fra the capitol, 
had defeated a_ bill to establish a 
home for invalid and dependent Con- 
federate veterans. The news of that 
action spread through the cify with 
the speed and shock of a tembler. An 
indiguation meeting eall was passed 
along the streets and that night at 
the Five Porats over two thousand 
mad citizens gathered and cheered im- 
passioned speeches denounging the 
heartiessness of the legislators. The 
rage of the crowd grew until a sten- 
torian voice cried: “On to the cap- 
itol and clean ‘em out!’ A line of 
march began to form aud it was only 
through the. almost tearful pleadings 
of strong leaders of the city that the 
gatheritag mob was stopped and quiet- 
ed. Tlie demonstration was dynamic, 
for the general assembly took quick 
steps next day to retrieve the confi- 
dence of the people and provide pen- 
sions for the veterans. 

The people of Atlanta subsequently 
promoted the building of the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ Home, that has com- 
forted so many hundreds of the old 
defenders and still ministers to the 
needs of a lingering company of them. 

The national patriotism and loyalty 
of Atlantans needs no eulogy. They 
were, made notable to all America 
in the Spanish-American and world 
war epochs. 

The existence here of one of tie 
army posts of the nation, and the con- 
stant presence of the headquarters’ 
staff of an army corps area, with at- 
tendant troops, keeps before the men 
of military age the aspects.of army 
service. This immediate contact with 
actual -service-men keeps alive the 
spirit of response to any demand that
